In response to the Office Action dated October 29, 2003, Applicants respectfully 
request reexamination and reconsideration of the application in light of the remarks that 
follow. 

Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. Claim 1 is independent. 

Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting over Claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,635,777 ("Kawm") in view of 
U.S. Patent Apphcation Publication No. US 2002/0025370 Al (" Sugiura "). Applicants 
respectfully traverse the rejection because Sugiura is not prior art to the above-identified 
application. Sugiura was filed on July 9, 2001. In contrast, the above-identified application 
claims the priority of Japanese Application No. JP 2000-381596 of December 15, 2000. To 
perfect Applicants' claim to priority under 37 C.F.R. § 1.55(a)(4), Applicants will file an 
English-language translation of the JP 2000-381596 priority document. Because Applicants'
